duty of an army officer is learn and 
practice implicit obedience to the or­ 
ders of his government. 
Unless of

traditions of the past as to the man­ 
agement of armies. 
Implicit obed­ 
ience has its draw back. The six hun­ 
dred who charged a whole Russian 
array in the Crimean war, might have 
saved their necks If they had been 
allowed to stop and argue and “rea­ 
son why.” But to those who realize 
the true place and dignity of war­ 
fare, the glory of the Light Brigade, 
will never fail just because “theirs 
was not to reason why, theirs was 
to do and die” and because they did 
die in obedience to orders, 
v For officers to take part in politics 
would have at least two bad effects. 
One would be the destruction of dis­ 
cipline, just as it was destroyed by 
the soldiers and working men’s so­ 
viets in the Russian array prepara­ 
tory to its giving away to the Ger­ 
man! on the Eastern front, during the 
great war. Would American officers 
and soldiers he in a very good frame 
of mind to fight the enemy, just after 
they had engaged in a red hot dis­ 
cuta among themselves 
over 
some 
political subject ? And, if politics were 
allowed in the army, the strongest 
and best placed of Hoars would spend 
too much time trying to deliver their 
entire commands to certain 
parties 
and factions. In the victories as re­ 
ported of the present Russian army, 
discipline must be playing an im­ 
portant part, just as lack of discipline 
made a mode of the Russians during 
the great war. The American policy
